p. m,, for the purpose of organization, election of Warden and the trans- 
action of general business.

No other names being proposed the Clerk declared Mr. Morris duly 
elected, who came forward and took the declaration of office before L. 
Clarke Raymond, Esq., Commissioner. 

warden's address. 
Mr. Morris took the chair and in a few well chosen remarks thanked 
the Council for the honor they had done him in again selecting him as 
Warden. He thought it no breach of confidence to tell the party that he 
had been chosen in caucus by open vote. He trusted this year that the 
members would keep up the reputation of the old Council and would 
devote their best talents and energies to the furthering of the county's 
interests. No important questions had been left over by the old Council, 
but there was much important work to come before them this year. He 
mentioned the question of building three new bridges over the Chippawa 
— Reilly, Beckett and Montrose. He suggested that a competent en- 
gineer be engaged to make a survey so the matter be ready for discussion 
and action at the June session. He thought the Montrose bridge was 
really Government property and that it should be taken over by the 
Government, and advised that a committee be sent to interview the 
Minister of Public Works. It was no use of petitioning as he knew from 
past experience that petitions were generally pigeon-holed. He thought 
it would pay the county to go to the expense of sending a committee. 





The arbitration with Niagara Falls also came up this year and needed a 
strong committee to look after it. His election as Warden had come as a 
surprise to him and he had not time to prepare further remarks. Again 
thanking the Council for the honor conferred on him Mr. Morris resumed 
his seat.

I. That your petitioners have passed a by-law under the provision 
of section 586, subsectionsi4 and 15, of the "Municipal Act"R.S.O., 1S97, 
Chapter 223, for licensing, regulating and governing hawkers, peddlers and 
petty chapmen.

ONTARIO BEET SUGAR ASSOCIATION.

Dear Sir, — 

The Ontario Beet Sugar Association desires by this circular to direct 
your earnest attention to the possibilities of a new industry in this province, 
the magnitude and importance of which to all classes, especially the farm- 
ers, has never been imagined by those who have not made the question a 
deep study. We do not propose to enter into a detailed argument of the 
case, but will simply point out to you a few facts, hoping thereby to interest 
you sufficiently in the question to induce you to make a personal study of 
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the matter, being fully convinced that if you will do so you will agree with 
us that the production of sugar beets and their manufacture into sugar 
within the province is fraught with possibilities of greater benefit to a 
larger number of people in this country than any other question now being 
discussed. What this country now needs is a diversity of industries, and 
this is especially true in regard to agriculture. The effort to supply our 
own people from the product of our own soil with so necessary a food 
material as sugar, (now entirely imported from other countries,) is a big 
step in this direction. Experiments conducted by the Ontario Govern- 
ment, under the able supervision of Prof. A. E. Shuttleworth, of the 
Ontario Agricultural College, at Welland, Newcastle and Aylmer last 
season, as well as experiments at Wiarton, Dunnville and other points, m 
this and former years, prove beyond a d oubt that the soil and climate of a 
very large portion of Ontario are admirably adapted to the successful culti- 
vation of the sugar beet of a high percentage of sugar of great purity, and 
a yield per acre equal to, if not greater, than any other beet sugar produc- 
ing country in the world. No crop that is now raised in this country 
can compare with that of the sugar beet in profits to the 
farmer. The government tests this year have confirmed this 
statement and prove that returns of $60 per acre will not be above an 
average, while from $ too to $120 per acre are not uncommon, figuring the 
beets at only $4 per ton, which is from 50c to $r per ton less than the 
farmers of Michigan received from the factories last year. A crop of 
sugar beets properly cultiuated leaves the land in such an improved con- 
dition that other crops raised on the same land are greatly benefited for 
several years after. We could fill the whole of this circular with argu- 
ments, showing the great benefit to the farmer of the establishment of beet 
sugar factories throughout the country, but there are other aspects of the 
case which we wish to bring before you and ask you to study and consider. 
Growing the beets and manufacturing them mto sugar are two distinct 
industries, but with common interests. The erection of an up-to-date 
sugar factory on a scale large enough to ensu re profitable running, will 
entail an expenditure in plant and building of at least $500,000, and will 
also require a large additional sum for operating. Experience has proved 
that it takes from three to five years to educate the farmers to the proper 
cultivation of the sugar beet, and that the cost of instruction and losses 
from want of knowledge during that time, which are very great, must be 
borne by the factory. It is for these reasons that in every country on 
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earth where the industry is now flourishing bounties have been paid by the 
government for the first few years, after which the industry can and does 
stand on its own bottom. The immense capital required must, come from 
Great Britain, United States and other countries, and capitalists from both 
these places and from France stand ready now to put their money in the 
industry in this country just as soon as this necessary encouragement is 
granted by our government. We do not propose to discuss the question 
of bounties and bonuses as a principle, but we do say, that inasmuch as 
the granting of a bounty to the iron industry has resulted in such great 
success with only an indirect benefit to the farmer, who pays most of the 
bounty, and does so without grumbling, it is only fair to grant a small 
bounty, limited to a few years, to encourage an industry that will be of 
direct and great benefit to the farmer, but not exclusively, as it would be 
great value to our transportation companies, our banking institutions and 
the great army of unskilled labor. 

With these facts before you, which barely introduce the subject, we 
ask you to look into the question fully, feeling confident that you will give 
your hearty support to the introduction of some plan to encourage the 
establishment of this great industry, which will keep in this country mil- 
lions of dollars every year that now goes to foreign countries for a com- 
modity which we can produce ourselves to the great advantage of all 
classes of the community.
